2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a needle fixedly mounted on an integrally extending needle 
hub, in combination with the other limitations of the claims. Ferguson (US 7,029,461) 
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teaches the needle is mounted on needle hub 50, which is not integral to the syringe. If 
Ferguson were modified to make needle hub 50 integral to the syringe, then it would 
destroy the annular space recited in the claims.
